LLOYD GEORGE’S APPEAL. 


Lloyd George believes in plain language 
upon occasion. In an address to the Amer­ 
ican and British press representatives at 
Genoa he spoke his mind pretty freely. He 
even touched upon one subject which for 
some time he had avoided studiously—the 
subject of America’s absence from the in­ 
ternational deliberations, and of the ill-ef­ 
fects of that absence. Said he: 
“I wish America were here. Some 
people think we 
want the 
United 
‘ States for some selfish purpose. This 
;is not true. We want America because 
she exercises a peculiar authority. Her 
/ very aloofness gives her the right to 
I speak. 
“America could exercise an influ­ 
ence no other country could command. 
She could come here free and disen­ 
tangled, and with the prestige which 
comes from her independent position 
she would come with the voice of 
peace. 
s 
“But America is not here, so Europe 
must do her'best to solve the problems 
in her own way.” 
The fact that Lloyd George, in a speech 
to Americans, returned to this subject, a 
subject which he had avoided because he 
could not discuss it frankly without dis­ 
pleasing the administration at Washington, 
emphasized anew the gravity of the pres­ 
ent emergency 
in Europe. 
It even sug­ 
gests that the British premier still hopes 
for American participation in European 
councils. There is very little likelihood 
that this hope, if he does entertain it, will 
be fulfilled. 
Some of the republican or­ 
gans have gone far towards admitting that 
the events of the past four weeks in Europe 
call for a revision of the administration’s 
policy. But others of them see in the new 
European dangers which have loomed up 
additional reasons for keeping hands off. 
The latter are likely to have their way. 
It is true that J. P. Morgan has accepted 
the reparations commission’s invitation to 
take part in financial discussions and that 
the president is going to permit representa­ 
tives of the federal reserve board to parti­ 
cipate in the discussion of Europe’s mone­ 
tary problems. 
But that is as far as we 
seem likely to go in the direction of inter­ 
vention in Europe, and these steps, while 
they are hopeful, will not suffice and do 
not constitute the kind of American partici­ 
pation that Lloyd George means. The re­ 
publican party tied its own hands in 1920 
so far as the problem of Europe is concern­ 
ed and the Harding administration, the 
head of which helped to fasten the knot, 
cannot untie it. 
% 
STAGE CENSORSHIP. 
Real censorship—censorship that would 
really censor—of stage productons seems 
to be looming up and has assumed a suffi­ 
ciently tangible form to induce the mana­ 
gers to take definite steps to avert it. In 
New York many of the interests concerned 
—reformers, managers and actors— have 
come together in an effort to carry out a 
plan of voluntary houseeieaning of the 
stage. 
According to 
the 
outline of the 
plan now being discussed, a jury panel of 
about 300 men and women, chosen by the 
several interests concerned, will perform 
the function of an unofficial eonsorship 
body. This jury panel will deal with the 


making of contracts as well as with the 
producing of plays. 
If complaints are 
made against any performance a jury of 
six will be drawn from the panel and, after 
seeing the play for themselves, will make a 
report upon it to a city magistrate. 
Although exceedingly averse up to this 
time to submit to any regulation 
of this 
sort, the New York managers, with two or 
three exceptions, 
are 
reported to have 
agreed to this plan. 
Of course, only time 
can show how 
it will 
work out. 
There 
does not seem to be any good reason why 
it should not prove decidely effective as a 
means of eliminating a lot of the dirt that 
now defiles the stage, but there are some 
managers who do not want this done be­ 
cause they believe it will decrease their 
profits, and these men, although they may 
be few in number, may be able to make 
trouble. 
From every point of view, how­ 
ever, including that of the managers who 
specialize in “bedroom and bath” produc­ 
tions, this unofficial censorship is prefer­ 
able to the official kind, and it seems likely 
that even the “bedroom and bath” produc­ 
ers are beginning to see the handwriting on 
the wall and to realize that unless a halt is 
called on salaciousness, the screw's are go­ 
ing to be applied to them pretty hard. The 
marvel is that in this era of blue laws the 
theater has remained unshackled so long. 
Only good behavior, or at least an effort to 
be good, can enable it to continue ur h*ickl- 
ecU 


THE FERTILIZER ER 


/ many years all of us have hoard of 
the marvelous lands of the middle west and 
northwest, where fertilizers were 
un­ 
known and the soil would go on producing 
forever and ever. 
There seemed to be 
truth in the tales. At least the lands have 
continued to produce, though no fertilizer 
w as applied. But there is an end to all 
things. There is no soil in the world which 
can be robbed year after year for many 
years of all its plant food elements and yet 
continue for decades or centuries more to 
produce crops as fine as ever. 
Here is an interesting paragraph from the 
Topeka Capital: 
“President Jardine of the Agricul­ 
tural College, told bankers at Hutch­ 
inson that ‘if Kansas continues as she 
has for the last forty years agricultur­ 
ally, there is only pauperism and ten­ 
antry of the worst sort ahead for the 
farmers.’ But with men like Dr. Jar­ 
dine on the job, Kansas will not con­ 
tinue robbing the soil. The era of arti­ 
ficial fertilizers, phosphates, nitrate? 
and potash is on for Kansas, with con 
sequent assurance of soil restoratioi 
and larger crop yields,”

ATE In the summer of 1813 the 
' whole country was stunned by the 
news of a terrible Indian massacre at 
Fort Minams, Ala. only a year before 
had occurred the slaughter at Fort 
Dearborn, but compared to the horroi 
at Fort MUflftis, the Illinois tragedy 
*eemed Insignificant. Of a garrison of 
575 men, women and children, only 17 
escaped alive. 
The leader fti this massacre was the 
Creek chief Red Eagle (I^amochattee) 
commonly known aa Weatherford, a 
half-breed, 
who had 
inherited the 
worst qualities of both races. 
An army of 5,000 men was put In 
the field under Gen. Andrew Jackson 
to punish the Creeks. He made them 
pay dearly for Fort Mimma. At Tal- 
luahatcbes 200 Creek warriors died. 
At Talladega they lost 500 more. 
At the “Holy Ground,” a natural for­ 
tress on the Alabama river, Weather­ 
ford was the last to leave the field. 
His capture seemed certain. 
Sudden­ 
ly he turned his horse to a cliff where 
there was a sharp drop of 15 feet to 
the river. The chief galloped to the 
brink and In one great leap horse and 
rider dropped into the liver. 
Disap­ 
pearing 
beneath 
the 
water, 
then 
emerging, they swam to safety. 
After suffering several defeats, the 
Creeks prepared to make their last 
jrtand at Tohopeka or the Great 
C 
orseshoe Bend of the Tallapoosa 
ver.

iherford lost 600 warriors, the 
Dower ef the Creek nation.

“I desire peace for my peo­ 
ple and have come to ask It. I am In 
*your power; do with me as you 
please.” "I wish to take no advantage 
of yon.”, replied “Old Hickory.” “You 
feay return to your tribe and continue 
K a war. 
But if you are taken you 
phall receive no quarter.” 
L *yom can safely address me In such 
terms bow," 1 was Weatherford’s digni­ 
fied reply. "T* could once animate my 
Tlors to battle, but I can not ani- 
mat* the dead. I ask for peace only 
tor m nation.
